“FD # it known to. thofe whom it concerns, that the King of 
B Great Britain and the Landgrave of Hefle Caffel, in con- 
fideration.of the ftrong’ ties by which-the interetts of their ref- 
‘peCive houfes are united, and having jadged it would contribute 
tothe muteal advantage of both to cement and confirm, by a 
new treaty of alliance, the connection which fabfilts between 
thems bis- Britannic Majelty, in order to festle the objects rcla- 
tive to fuch alliance, has thought proper to fend to Caflel Sir 
4B2 William 
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William Fawcett, K. B. Lieutenagt General of his forces, his 
Minifter Plenipotentiary ; and his Serene Highnefs ‘has ap- 
pointed on his part Baron Martin Erneft de Schlieffen, and Bae 
ron Frederick de-Malmsbourgh, his Minifers of Statei 

Thefe Miniffers; being provided with the neceffiry fall powers, 
have agreed to take for the balis of the prefent treaty, the trea- 
ties formerly concluded between Great Britain and Heffe, to 
adopt fach parts of them as thall bé applicable to the préfent 
circemfances, or to adjust; by new, articles, thofe points which 

‘are neceflary, in adifferent mannér. Every thin not otherwile 
determined, fhall be deemed to fubfft in full force; and as it 
is impofible to {pecify each particular cafe, every thing which 
fhall not to appear tc have been clearly determined, either in the 
prefent or'former. treaties, muft. be fettled with equity, upon 
the’ Tame principles as were agreed to be adopted 00 each fide, 
foe deciding ypon matters, whether during or fabfequent to the 

aft war. 

Article I. There thall therefore be, between the” King of 
Great Brithin and the Laedgrave of Heffe Caffcl; their*heirs 
and fucceflors,, a fri friendfhip and firm union, fo that the 
one fhall confides the interelts of the other as his own, and fhall 
exer. himfelf with good faith to promote them as far 28 poflible, 
and mutually to prevent q]] trouble and injary.

Article IU, The King of Great Britain having defired, for 
his fervice in Europe, a body of the Landgrave’s troops, in cafe

tinved at the rate of 450,000 Banco crowns per annym, from 
the day of their return, being according to the fame proportion 
and rule as were fixed by the 6th Article of the treaty of 1755. 
And the payment of thefe refpe€tive fubfidies fhall be made re- 
gularly by the quarter, without dedution, intothe military cheft 
of the Serene Landgrave ; and in cafe both parties agree that 
this body of troops fhould exceed 12,000, the fubfidy thal! be 
omgpers™ in proportion, unlefs otherwife fettled.

of the corps; and‘fmfitead of the fum formerly allowed for each 
rectuit, to replace one killed or three wounded, it is agreed that 
twelve Banco crowns pér head thall be allowed for every rectuit 
that thal! bé raifed to fapply their places: 

Article XV. "This treaty to be ratified by the high contract- 
ing parties, and the ratification exchanved as foon as pofiitile.

The ation, Sir, we all know, taken abitraQedly, is equally 
criminal im both fexes ; but whoever will throw off the fhackles 
of prejudice, and impartially confider it, with its contingent 
circumftances, moft proclaim, that it isa crime of a much higher 
magnitude in our fex than in the female. I lay it down as an 
etablifhed rule to eftimate the blackne(s of crimes in an. inverfe 
ratio with the temptation encircling the offenders, taking into 
confideration at the fame time, the ftrength and firmnefs, or 
ficklenefs and weaknefs, of their mental faculties. ‘The woman 
is efteemed the ** weaker veffel,’’ confequently lefs capable of 
making refiftance. This being the cafe, how inconfiftent with 
every glimmering of reafon is it, that the fair one fhould be con- 
cemned, while the man is applauded! that the innocent, or 
next tainnocent, fhould receive an indelible blot on her cha- 
racter, while that of the guilty remains unfpotted ; but by the 
colom of the capricious world thus itis. Refle&ing on an in- 
ttanceof villainy, which not long fince was committed within 
the circle of my knowledge, I thought proper to offer a fketch 
of it, with a few obfervations, to the inrpartial public. 

One of the female lift, an acquaintance of mine, was very 
Jately ranked among thofe whom the world calls ruined. Twelve 
mouths fince, fhe was as free from pollution as the cradled ine 
fant. She fuftained as amiable a character as our country can 
boaft. She was noted for her modefty as well as chattity, until 
pollated by a mifcreant, an artful {mooth-tongued debauchee, 
whom fame, in conjunction with appearance and addrefs, ftiled 
agentleman, He, by his infinuating fignificant airs of dige 
nity, fair promifes, and honourable overtures, gained poffeifioa 
of the credulous unfufpicious maid’s fond heart, took advantage 
thereof, and, in an unguarded moment, plucked the pure rote of 
chaftity, and cali the tender deluded fair one into the gulph 
of unrelenting mifery.

She fecludes herfelf from ail 
fociety, bemoans her fituation, and utterly refufes con(olation. 
She repines, the fickens, and impatiently invokes the mefleager 
of death, who alone can clofe this diftreffing tcene. The idea 
of her reputation beiag indelibly ftigmatized, renders life an 
infupportable burthen. Her lait and only requeft, is one inter- 
view with her feducer, which is denied. 

She is not alone in her mifery—a worthy refpetable family 
is with her involved in wretchedne(ls; and there is not a fingle 
fymptom of compunction in the feducer, 

Here, Sir, we may paufe, and wonder atthe cruelty of which 
human nature is capable. Here is an object of pity—aa obdjet 
that befpeaks our moit fincere commileration ; here we may 
recognize a glaring inftance of the prejudice as well as bare 
barity to which the fair train is expofed, The knowledge of 
this is enough to extort a folemn oath from every maa pofleffed 
of even a moderate fhare of {fenfibility, never to encroach on 
chaftity. There is not another fault, among the long lilt to 
which human nature is liable, where the attors injure no-body 
but themfelves, but what time and good behaviour will cancel. 
Let the moit veteran debauchee, in acalm hour, feriouily re- 
flect on this inftance of villainy which I have related, and ap- 
prove itif he can: let him realize the diltrefled condition of 


the fair vitim, and withhold a tear.
